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1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the sectional views 
must be properly cross-hatched to reflect the material claimed in clam 3, or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1, 2, 11 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Standish '803. in view of Beggins '155 

Standish teaches a variable volume container having a cylindrical lower portion 
with an open top and a cylindrical upper portions with a thread neck and open bottom 
for receiving a beverage. The lower portion has internal threads while the upper portion 
has corresponding external threads, as claimed. To have merely disposed the threads 
on the lower portion so that they extend substantially to the bottom of the container for 
complete collapse of the upper portion would have been obvious in view of Beggins at 
35. Note that the threads of Beggins are rounded. 

3. Claims 3-5, 12, 13, 15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1 and 2 above, and further in 
view of Stracey '281. 

To have provide a reinforcing ring on the upper end of the lower portion and bead 
on the upper portion and made the container of the material taught by Stracey would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. 

4. Claims 6-9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 4 and 5 above, and further in view of Holmes, 
III '287. 

To have provided a seal ring at the upper end of the lower portion to form a seal 
and formed a groove to receive the ring would have been obvious in view of such 
teaching by Holmes, III, at 31 . 
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5. Claims 10 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 4 and 8 above, and further in view of 
Yamanaka et al '355. 

To have alternately formed the neck and cap such that they are offset form the 
axis of the container would have been obvious in view of such arrangement taught by 
Yamanaka et al at 1 . 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Van Der Heijden shows a collapsible container with an offset 
neck. Woodbury, Jr., Crawley, Coons, Bennett, Cooper, Seiferth et al and McGill show 
other telescoping arrangments. Birrell et al show a container with webs at the neck.
